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Vandalism May Prompt 
School Property Curb 
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Arson at East Junior High this week and 
smashing of windows at the high school 
last week, may prompt administrators to 
close municipal properties to public use at 
certain hours. 

A fire Sunday night severely damaged a 
room at East Junior High and forced 
cancellation of classes on Monday. A week 
ago $4,000 worth of windows were smash- 
ed in the rear of the high school building on 
Shawsheen Road. 

The Sunday night fire was contained to 
the mechanical drawing room in the east 
wing of the junior high building. There was 
evidence of the fire being set.in three 
separate locations in the room. 

Entrance had been gained by smashing 
a window. 

Fire detector systems in the building 
were activated by the blaze and prompt 
action by Andover fire fighters shortly 
after 8 p.m. resulted in confining the 
damage to just the one room. 

The fire did get into the walls and there 
was considerable smoke throughout the 
wing, with the latter causing Supt. of 
Schools Kenneth R. Seifert to cancel 
classes for Monday. Normal schedules 
were resumed on Tuesday. 
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Fire in the halls necessitated repairs to 
the fire alarm system. 

The fire was under control within a half- 
hour. 

Workmen, both private contractors and 
school department personnel were busy 
making repairs and cleaning up 
throughout the day Monday. 

Supt. of Schools Seifert said Monday 
that he and Town Manager Jared S. A. 
Clark had been conferring on the matter of 
vandalism and what steps may be needed 
to control it within recent weeks. 

The talks intensified last week after the 
high school windows were broken. Seifert 
said Monday that in view of the fire, he 
may be approaching the school committee 
to suggest adopting a curfew of school 
properties when not in use for educational 
purposes and attempt to have stiff 
penalties imposed for violations. 

Town Manager Clark said Tuesday that 
a curfew is definitely being considered on 
school property. It would probably result 
in school properties being off limits after 
normal school hours. 

Clark said ‘‘it is a step we do not want to

Whether for a cave, castle, or modern 
condominium, man has always used wood 
to heat his home. As fossil fuels such as 
oil, coal, and gas became cheap and con- 
venient, however, reliance on wood for 
heat declined sharply. In fact, by 1970, 
wood supplied less than one percent of 
national energy needs. By 1973, there were 
less than a dozen stove manufacturers left 
in America. 


Conditions have changed dramatically 
since the 1973 oil embargo. The price of 
‘‘clean-modern fuels” has spiraled up- 
wards, and with this increase has come a 
resurgence of interest in heating with 
wood. Today, over half of the homes in 
Northern New England burn wood to supp- 


ly all or part of their heat. 


In response to this interest, the Energy 
Program of the New England Regional 
Commission, in coopertation with the New 
England state energy offices, has publish- 
ed two booklets containing fundamental 
information about heating with wood safe- 
ly and economically. The booklets are en- 
titled ‘‘Heating With Wood” and “Burning 
Wood Safely.’”’ They are published as a 
public service, and are available free of 
charge upon request. 


‘‘Heating With Wood’’ provides detailed 
information on buying a woodstove, buy- 
ing wood, and operating stoves, wood- 
burning furnaces, and fireplaces. It is in- 
tended to help prospective owners choose 
the stove that best fits their needs, and to

Not Closing 


It has been rumored that Our Lady of 
Nazareth Academy, Wakefield, will be 
closing soon. This is not the truth. The 
Sisters of Charity of Nazareth who own 
Nazareth Academy recently sold nine of 
the 33 acres they own and possibly this 
caused some concern in the various com- 
munities served by the Academy. The 
Sisters of Charity of Nazareth, Kentucky 
made an executive decision to sell the 
front property. 

This property included a twenty-three 
room mansion which is very expensive to 
heat and maintain; the property and man- 
sion were determined to be non-essential 
to the efficient running of the school. 
Therefore, on September 9, the property 
was sold to two developers who will main- 
tain, as much as possible, the esthetically 
attractive sense of the area. This front 
property is now the Mansion Hill Estates 
development owned by Anthony Magri and 
Leonard Caruso. 

The twenty-four acres of property which 
were retained include the school area and 
remain private. The need for a new home 
for the sister faculty has led to the con- 
struction of a new convent. This new 
building will be an attractive clapboard 
Garrison style home located on an access 
road on the Academy Property.

The 
motorist cannot be certain where to drive 
because signs saying ‘‘Do not enter’ and 
‘Keep right’’ are contradicted by the 
yellow road lines which indicate two-way 
traffic. There is no posted speed limit. 


Further, Raytheon employees seem to 
presume they have the right-of-way when 
Osgood Street, not the access drive, is the 
true main road. There is no stop sign at 
the intersection to force Raytheon 
employees to stop, and this means at rush 
hour it is the Osgood Street motorist who 
must wait for a lull in the traffic. In- 
creasing traffic without a mandatory stop 
for Raytheon employees will make it even 
more difficult for Osgood and Apple 
Blossom residents to have access to and 
from their homes. 


Presently, industrial land adjacent to 
Route 93’s ramp is for sale. Development 
of this property means even more traffic, 
and what kind of effect will this have? 


Osgood Street, unlike Lowell Street, is 
not a state highway. It is not designed to 
be a major artery. What effects will all 
this traffic have on the road itself? What 
kinds of accidents might result? 


Accidents are a real hazard now and in 
the future. There are two houses directly 
across from Raytheon’s access drive, and 
both are homes of very young children. 
Both houses are on a curvemaking visibili- 
ty difficult. There are no sidewalks. Traf- 
fic from Raytheon is not required to stop 
and now flows by without slowing down. 
There are no signs warning of children. 


Children in this area are bused to school. 
In the morning the traffic poses a real 
danger to the first grader waiting at the 
end of his driveway for his ride. 


I am very worried about the effect of 
Raytheon’s increased traffic flow on 
Osgood Street. I am worried about the 
Safety of my child and of other children, 
and I am worried about accessibility to 
and from my home and those of my

neighbors. Does Raytheon intend to open 
its drive all the time? does it intend to 
direct its heavy trucking to the same 
access? 

I am not against Raytheon’s planned ex- 
pansion, but I am reluctant to accept such 
a project without fully understanding its 
ramifications. I need some guarantees 
regarding safety and accessibility for the 
residents of Osgood Street and Apple 
Blossom Lane. I want the traffic flow 
pattern examined and clarified. I want 
Raytheon to post a stop sign at the in- 
tersection of Osgood Street to give 
residents a chance to get across and a 
‘‘Watch for children’ sign to remind 
Raytheon motorists to slow down, be 
alert, and be careful. I would like to meet 
with Raytheon and town officials — if they 
will inform me before rather than after 
the meeting, and I urge Andover residents 
to withhold their vote until the safety and 
accessibility of the Osgood Street area 
residents are guaranteed.

Alaska Bill 


To the Editor of the TOWNSMAN: 

When Congress adjourned a short time 
ago, it left unfinished one of the most im- 
porta:. vieces of land-use legislation it has 
ever faced, the Alaska Lands Bill. This 
piece of legislation was to decide the fate 
of the National Interest Lands in Alaska, 
over 100 million acres of mountain ranges, 
rivers, lakes and coastline which repre- 
sent America’s most extensive wilderness 
area and some of the world’s greatest 
wildlife sanctuaries, truly an invaluable 
living resource. 

In May the House of Representatives 
passed the Alaska National Interest Lands 
Conservation Act (ANILCA) witha 277-31 
vote, establishing National Parks and 
wilderness areas in much of the virgin 
national lands under consideration. In 
spite of the strong support given to the 
Senate version, the Metcalf-Durkin Bill (S 
1500/Am2176) co-sponsored by 29 senators

including Senators Kennedy and Brooke, 
the efforts of Alaskan Senators Mike 
Gravel and Ted Stevens successfully 
prevented the bill from reaching the 
senate floor. 


It is now President Carter’s turn to act. 
The House vote on ANILCA and the strong 
senate support of the Metcalf-Durkin bill 
reflect the American people’s desire to 
respond to the great challenge which 
Alaska presents, the opportunity for us to 
exercise our capacity for long-range plan- 
ning through the preservation of vast 
areas of Alaskan wilderness for future 
generations. 

It is this kind of foresight which has 
preserved such national natural treasures 
as Yellowstone, Yosemite, the Grand Ca- 
nyon and hundreds of other areas in the 
National Forest system. 

If presidential action is not taken by 
December 18, these Alaskan lands will be 
Subject to dangerolus exploitation by min- 
ing, lumbering, and other ‘““‘development”’ 
interests. I believe that it is imperative 
that the President employ the Antiquities 
Act of 1906 which will protect the Alaskan 
National Interest Lands as a National 
Monument until Congress olnce again 
deals with the issue next year. 

Alaska offers us a golden opportunity to 
act with wisdom and foresight as stewards 
of our planet and its resources. Oppor- 
tunities like this do not come along often.

On Setting Water Rates

NOVEMBER 30, 1978 
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Selectmen failed this week to establish 
new water rates, putting the item over to 
next Monday night for further discussion 
at their conference session. 


At the conference session of a week ago, 
the board was presented a memorandum 
suggesting the flat rate be increased 17 
per cent from the current 71 cents per 100 
cubic feet to 83 cents. The memo pointed 
out that the increase was necessary to 
maintain the board’s policy of 70 per cent 
of the cost of operation of the water 
department be financed by users. 

Monday night after Selectman James 


Evaluation Session 


Date May Be Set 


A time and date for the selectmen-town 
manager evaluation session is expected to 
be decided at the conference session 
scheduled Monday night at the water 
treatment plant. 


Evaluation of the manager, a part of the 
understanding of agreement reached 
between the board and Town Manager 
Jared S.A. Clark when he was hired last 
February, ran into a snag, when the An- 
dover League of Women Voters asked that 
the session be open. 


It has been scheduled for a week ago, 
but in view of a letter from the league 
pointing out stipulations of the 
Massachusetts Open Meeting law on such 
matters, it was put off. 

When Selectman Virginia Cole asked 
about the matter at this week’s board 
meeting, most felt that it was not on the 
agenda and the members were not 
prepared to undertake the process. 
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Clark said he felt it was important to set 
a date and time, in order to a assist in es- 
tablishing policies and priorities. As part 
of the understanding reached when he was 
hired, the board agreed to conduct an 
evaluation within six months then annual- 
ly thereafter. The manager pointed out 
that it is now nine months since he has 
taken office. 

As for the open vs. closed evaluation 
process, Selectman James Abramson said 
in view of the requests and notations on 
the open meeting law, ‘‘if they want it 
open, it should be as open as can be.”’ 

Clark, asked this week about his feelings 
of open vs. closed, said he felt it important 
that the evaluation session be conducted 
soon, in order to get some policy direction 
for next year. 

He said he didn’t feel that the selectmen 
wished to close the meeting to the general 
public, but were intent on providing an in- 
formal forum in order that the manager

and board members could discuss things 
fully. 

Informal sessions would allow dis- 
Cussions to proceed as opposed to the for- 
mal structure in which discussions could 
be interpreted as policy desicions. 

The manager said that in the structured 
open forum what becomes page one news 
is interpreted as policy. “I think the 
selectmen and I need some room to think 
aloud,” Clark said. He indicated that the 
informal atmosphere would permit he and 
the board to discuss policies and projects 
without making any commitment, then ul- 
timately coming to agreement on 
programs and projects. 

‘‘The open meeting will simply make the 
evaluation process more formal,” the 
manager said. 

It is anticipated that the date and time 
for the evaluation will be established Mon- 
day, with selectmen devoting an entire 
evening to the subject. 
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Abramson moved to adopt the new rate 
schedule, Selectman Susan T’ Poore said 
she felt the board had not discussed the 
matter sufficiently. She said the 
memorandum given the board last week 
was a lengthy one and that not sufficient 
reflection had been done on the matter. 


Chairman Albert Cole reminded the 
board that for a year selectmen spent con- 
siderable time on establishing water rates 
and changing the system. The new flat 
rate method was adopted by the board just 
about a year ago. Prior to that, a sliding 
scale was used to determine billing, the 
more water used, the lower the rate. Cole 
pointed out that the new flat rate system 
was adopted in order to accomodate the 70 
per cent user support in an easier manner. 

Asked if a delay would cause problems, 
in view of the new rates not going into 
effect until Feb. 1, Town Manager Jared 
S.A. Clark commented on the effect of the 
town’s opportunity for an improved credit 
rating. 

Clark said he intended to apply to 
Moody’s bond rating service within the 
next three weeks to see if the town could 
obtain a Triple-A rating. This would repre- 
sent a considerable savings in issuing 
bonds for projects already approved, as 
well as the anticipated bonding which will 
be required for new school construction 
next year. 

The manager also pointed out that the 
Suggested increase in water rates an- 
ticipates debt service within the water 
department, which includes new water 
mains for the Shawsheen area and a $1,- 
250,000 water main improvement project 
to be presented to town meeting next year. 

The $1.25M project is a new line from 
the filtration plant to Woburn street to im- 
prove the distribution system, according 
to the master plan. 

Selectman Virginia Cole objected to the 
idea of raising water rates in anticipation 
of projects not approved by a town 
meeting. 

Although the memorandum suggests the 
maintenance of the 70 per cent ration 
through the next fiscal year, and an- 
ticipates debt service to be incurred, Mrs. 
Cole was still opposed to establishing a 
new rate on anticipated expenses. 

Abramson subsequently withdrew his 
motion and allowed the matter to be plac- 
ed on the agenda for next Monday’s con- 
ference session, with a formal vote on es- 
tablishing new rates scheduled for Dec. 18.

The Decision Makers 


Somehow the selectmen continue to amaze us with 
their decision-making processes. 

The board meets weekly, one session being assigned a 
conference label to better prepare themselves for the 
formal sessions on the second and fourth Mondays of 
the month. 

But it doesn’t always work that way. 


Take for instance the setting of new water rates, 
which selectmen, sitting as water commissioners were 
Slated to do Monday night. 

A week ago, during a conference session, the board 
was presented a memorandum on the water department 
operations and a representation on why the increase 
was necessary. The aim was to maintain the board’s 
policy of making the water department operations 
financed 70 per cent through user-payments. 


Questions were asked at the time, and it was explain- 
ed that the action was necessary at this time, in order to 
make an effort to improve the town’s credit rating to 
Triple-A. Such a rating would represent a considerable 
Saving when the town goes for bonds and particularly in 


view of the need to borrow $10 million for school con- 


struction next year. 


But, on Monday night, suddenly, the matter was 
thrown back to a conference session next week. 


It was felt that not enough discussion had taken place 
on the proposed increase — that all avenues had not 
been explored. 

Also, some members were astonished to be informed 
that the new rates would provide for some anticipated 
capital expenditure projects next year. 

The debt service incurred through the capital expen- 
diture program — a new line from the filtration plant to 
Woburn street — was not hidden from view. It was on 
page one of the memo handed selectmen a week ago. 

What seems destined to happen now, is a revision of 
the rate hike downward to reflect current costs only, 
and not anticipate next fiscal year expenses. 

That means that a year from now we'll go through the 
water rate hike all over again. 

Monday night there wasn’t a resident appearing 
before the board to protest, or even talk about increased 
costs of operation of the water department. This, 
despite fair advance warning in the TOWNSMAN and 
other news media last week. 

It would seem reasonable to assume that the natives 
werent restless and were prepared for an increase — 
probably on the basis that everything is going in that 
direction anyway. 

But Andover’s decision-makers obviously won’t make 
an easy decision without a fight. 


The Public Must Suffer 
Due To Vandalism 


In the wake of continued vandalism in public buildings 
in Andover, administrators are now in the process of 
determining whether or not it is feasible to make 
municipal property off-limits after school hours. 

Within the past week vandals broke into the East 
Junior High school and set a room on fire. Only a fire 
detector system in the room, which allowed Andover 
firefighters to respond quickly and quell the blaze, 
prevented a major loss. 

Also, within the week vandals smashed windows at 
the high school causing a $4,000 expenditure to replace 
the large plate glass panes on the rear of the building. 

This is only the latest in a continued wave of such van- 
dalistic activity in Andover. And, the problem is not 
confined to Andover alone, as witness reports this past 
week of damage effected to schools and other buildings 
in the Greater Lawrence area. 

Making necessary repairs following such vandalistic 
attacks is a costly item on an annual basis. While it does 
not average out to the $8,000 needed for remodial action 
of the past week, the annual cost to the taxpayers is 
high. 

Now, it would appear that more drastic action need 
be taken in order to adequately protect public property. 

It may be true that the vandals represent only a small 
portion of the community’s residents. Their actions, 
however, are having an effect on the entire community. 

Classes were suspended at East Junior High Monday, 
due to the Sunday night fire, thus loss of a school day for 
the students. Teachers reported for duty just the same.. 
A thorough cleanup of. the fire area was required in 
order to open the school again on Tuesday. 

If the irresponsible minority were apprehended, the 


courts would probably release them with a simple slap- 
of-the-wrist action, which still leaves the taxpayers 
with the bills. 


Thus, it would appear that we are soon reaching the 
time when administrative directives wil] result in 
curfews being placed on school property and possibly 
other municipal properties. 


The public would be denied the right to use the 
buildings for which they have paid significant sums 
over the years, purely as a security measure. 


Hopefully some system could be worked out whereby 
the programs conducted in the schools by the Communi- 
ty Services department (formerly recreation/com- 
munity schools) or the various sports activities would 
not be curtailed. 

But, if arson, smashed windows and other such activi- 
ty continues, these programs, too, may suffer. 

Supt. of Schools Kenneth R. Seifert and Town 
Manager Jared S.A. Clark have been meeting on the 
subject of vandalism for some time, but with events of 
the past week, it appears that some definitive action 
will be forthcoming soon. 

Posting the no trespassing signs on school properties 
can not be considered drastic action in view of the 
direction vandals are now proceeding toward. Protec- 
tion and security of multi-million dollar investments is 
the underlying reason why the majority must suffer for 
the action of the irresponsible few. 

There is also the remote possibility that in some 
cases, parents may become aware of what their offspr- 
ing are doing nights and where they are. It offers an in- 
teresting and proper alternative.

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WASHINGTON — The 
nation is still in shock over 
the bizarre suicide-killings 
in Guyana, South America. 
More than 400 disciples of 
the Peoples Temple joined 
their fanatical leader, Jim 
Jones, in an orgy of poison- 
ing and shooting. Hun- 
dreds more, it is believed, 
fled into the jungle to 
escape. 

The brutal slaying of 
California Rep. Leo Ryan 
and four others touched off 
the death orgy. It has also 
stirred a bitter contro- 
versy in the backrooms of 
Washington. 

The congressman’s staff 
told us that the State De- 
partment failed to give 
Ryan adequate warning of 
the danger. Spokesmen for 
the department, in turn, 
insist they perceived ‘‘no 
physical danger’’ to the 
congressman and his dele- 
gation. 

Yet dissident members 
of the cult had complained 
to the FBI about threats of 
violence. The dissidents 
had told about gun-toting 
guards and harsh physical 
beatings. As early as last 
July, one dissident gave 
her attorney an affidavit, 
describing rehearsals for 
mass suicide at the Gu- 
yana colony. 

The FBI, however, ac- 
cepted the advice of the 
U.S. attorney in San Fran- 
cisco, who claimed the FBI 
had no jurisdiction over 
the allegations because 
‘‘no federal laws had been 
violated.’’ 

Now, the FBI is belat- 
edly investigating allega- 
tions that the cult had a 
plan to kidnap or assassi-

nate prominent people in 
the event of Jones’ arrest. 

The State Department 
also received complaints 
that cult members were 
held at the colony against 
their will and that they had 
been subjected to abuse. 
Consular officers visited 
the colony but could not 
verify the charges. 

The murdered congress- 
man also received a pro- 
phetic letter from Jones’ 


attorney, Mark Lane.° 


‘You may judge, there- 
fore,’’ wrote Lane on Nov. 
6, ‘‘the important conse- 
quences which may flow 
from further persecution 
of (the cult) and which 
may very well result in the 
creation of a most embar- 
rassing situation for the 
U.S. government.’’ 

Rep. Ryan personally 
underlined those lines 
from Lane’s letter. But the 
congressman responded 
that the implied threat 
“did not impress (him) at 
all.” The State Depart- 
ment gave Ryan the green 
light, and he flew to Gu- 
yana to his death. 

The leader of the Peoples 
Temple, Jim Jones, was a 
former San Francisco 
housing official. His 
church started out helping 
people in trouble. His disci- 
ples used to write to us 
frequently. ‘‘Brother 
Jones,’”’ they would write, 
‘urged us to pray for you 
and your work.’’ Once, the 
church offered to send us 
$1,000 to start a scholar- 
ship fund. 

We turned down the 
money and suggested that 
Jones donate it to charity. 

Deadly Brew: For dec- 


ades, the chemical compa- 
nies have been burying 
their wastes. These forgot- 
ten chemicals have com- 
bined in some places to 
form a deadly witches’ 
brew. 

In several cities, the 
chemical solutions are 
seeping to the surface. 
They are appearing in ar- 
eas where homes and 
schools have now been 
built. 

The deadly ooze has pro- 
duced a host of hazards. 
Birth defects are showing 
up in children who were 
born in the contaminated 
areas. The cancer rate has 
risen. Animal life has died 
off or deserted the areas. 

One of the worst sites, 
ironically, is Niagara 
Falls, the honeymoon re- 
sort in upper New York. 
But the surfacing chemi- 
cals are making it a dan- 
gerous trysting place. 

Sources who have been 
investigating the chemical 
menace at Niagara Falls 
say that dioxin has been 
found at one dumping loca- 
tion. This is one of the most 
poisonous chemicals on 
earth. 

Already, people are 
deserting their homes. An 
environmental official 
calls the polluted sites 
‘“‘ticking time bombs.’’ He 
claims there are many of 
them across the country. 

Yet the Environmental 
Protection Agency seems 
to be shutting its eyes to 
the chemical catastrophe. 
Congress has passed legis- 
lation to deal with such 
hazards, but our sources at 
the EPA told us that top 
officials are actually 


blocking the implementa- 
tion of the new laws. It was 
only after we began inves- 
tigating the situation, say 
our sources, that the EPA 
recently identified 638 
dump sites containing 
chemical wastes that may 
be an ‘‘imminent hazard to 
public health.’’ 

American Casualty: The 
first American casualty of 
the Nicaraguan civil war 
has just been confirmed by 
State Department sources. 
He was Cesar Augusto 
Amador, a 25-year-old U.S. 
citizen who was living in 
Managua. 

Amador was _ arrested 
during the fighting last 
September. He was hauled 
from his home by dictator 
Anastasio Somoza’s Na- 
tional Guard troops. He 
was apparently suspected 
of being a rebel sympathiz- 
er, but was never charged 
with a crime. Nicaraguan 
authorities claim Amador 
was killed by Sandinista 
guerrillas when they 
raided the police station. 
His body was never pro- 
duced; government offi- 
cials said he was buried in 
amass grave for ‘‘sanitary 
purposes.”’ 

Watch on Waste: The 
Pentagon is losing millions 
of dollars every year by 
making no effort to re- 
cover precious metals 
from scrap materials. 
Government auditors re- 
cently determined that $16 
million could have been 
saved just by recovering 
silver from X-ray film 
solutions. The brass hats 
said they would ‘‘study”’ 


the problem.

Outstanding Growth Reported

At the recent annual meeting of the An- 
dover Savings Bank, Robert M. Hdnerson, 
president, reported to the corporators and 
trustees that 1978 represented a year of 
outstanding growth for the bank.

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New England Economy Shows Strength 


The New England economy continued to 
exhibit broad-based strength during 
September. Employment increased in 
manufacturing and nonmanufacturing, un- 
employment decreased in most areas of 
the region, the workweek in the region’s 
factories was extended and manufacturing 
output increased. Tempering these 
favorable indicators of economic activity 
were declines in the value of construction 
contracts awarded, continued increases in 
the prices of consumer goods and services 
and sluggishness in business demand for 
bank loans. 

Nonagricultural payroll employment, as 
measured by the monthly survey of es- 
tablishments, increased by 15,600 in 
September to total a record 5,185,300 on a 
seasonally adjusted basis. The September 
gain brought the increase in New England 
nonfarm employment over the year to 
nearly 192,000. Nonmanufacturing ac- 
tivities provided for 13,000 new jobs 
between August and September and ac- 
counted for 137,500 of the job gain in the 
past year. The services component of non- 
manufacturing, including business, 
medical, and educational services, ex- 
panded by nearly 11,000 jobs in the month. 
Manufacturing activities added 2,600 to 
payrolls in September, bringing the year- 
to-year employment gain to 54,300. The 
monthly increases were spread almost 
equallyy between the durable and non- 
durable goods industries, but when 
employment is compared with year- 
earlier job totals, the durable goods 
producers expanded by nearly 39,000 jobs 
while the nondurables producers added 
about 15,000 more workers. 

Unemployment in New England declin- 
ed in September with the seasonally ad- 
justed jobless rate falling to 5.4 percent of 
the region’s labor force from 5.8 percent 
in August. A year earlier the unemploy- 
ment rate stood at 8 percent. Each of the 
New England states and most areas con- 
tinued to experience substantial year-to- 
year reductions in unemployment. As in 
several recent months, in September the 
unemployment rate in New England was 
below the national average of 6 percent. 

Average hours worked by New England 
factory production workers rose in 
September to 40.9, seasonally adjusted, 
from 40.7 in August and 40.5 a year earlier. 
As vacations were completed in most 
areas, the average workweek was extend- 
ed in September in each of the states in the 
region except New Hampshire and equal- 
ed or exceeded the year-earlier averages 
in all states. 


Manufacturing output continued to ex- 
pand during September with gains 
widespread among industry groups. The 
New England manufacturing production 
index, compiled by the Federal Reserve 
Bank of Boston, rose in September to a 
seasonally adjusted 138.5 percent of the 
1967 base period average from 137.2 per- 
cent a month earlier and 124.4 percent a 
year ago. The monthly advance was main- 
ly in the production of nondurable goods. 
However, over the year the durable goods 
industries expanded output by 12.6 per- 
cent, compared to a yyear-to-yyear gain of 
8.9 percent for nondurable goods output. 


Construction activity in New England 
weakened somewhat in September after 
showing considerable strength during the 
summer months, The value of contracts 
awarded for construction projects of all

types declined 11.5 percent from August to 
September but amounted to 28.7 percent 
more than in the corresponding month of 
1977. Residential contracts awarded, 
seasonally adjusted, deeclined 1.9 percent 
over the month but were valued at nearly 
24 percent more than contracts awarded in 
September of last year. Contracts award- 
ed for nonresidential projects, including 
commercial and industrial buildings and 
institutional buildings, were 3.7 percent 
lower than in the previous month but 13.7 
percent above a year ago. Nonbuilding 
contract awards, for such projects as utili- 
ty systems, water and sewerage treat- 
ment plants and highways, declined in 
value by 23.0 percent in September but ex- 
ceeded year-earlier awards by 60.5 per- 
cent. 

Rising prices continued to be a dominant 
influence in the consumer sector of the 
regional economy. The consumer price in- 
dex for all urban consumers in the Boston 
area rose in September to 195.8 percent of 
the 1967 base period, an increase of 1.4 
percent from the July index value (the 
previous index for Boston) and 5.9 percent 
from a year ago. The U. S. Department of 
Labor reported that higher prices for 
clothing, homeownership, and personal 
and educational expenses contributed 
principally to the rise between July and 
September.However, all major expen- 
diture groups were up over both the two- 
month period and the year. The price in- 
creases continued to deflate income gains 
received by New England residents. 
Seasonally adjusted personal income 
payments in the region registered a 
monthly increase of 1.2 percent in August, 
the most recent month for which data are 
available, to total 12 percent more than in- 
come received a year earlier. Retail sales, 
seasonally adjusted, rose only fractionally 
in August, recording a 7.8 percent gain 
over the year-earlier month. Consumer in- 
stalment credit outstanding at a sample of 
regional banks continued to increase, with 
the September monthly rise of 1.4 percent

bringing the total outstanding to 17.5 per- 
cent above the year-earlier level. Credit 
stemming from credit card use and 
automobile purchases were the principal 
contributors to the September rise. 

In the financial sector of the regional 
economy, seasonally adjusted commercial 
and industrial loans at a sample of large 
commercial banks declined slightly over 
the month but were 9.5 percent above the 
year-earlier level. Gross demand deposits 
at the sample banks increased by 4.6 per- 
cent, up 6.1 percent from the end of 
September of last year. Time and savings 
deposits were higher by .5 percent in the 
month and 9.9 percent in the year.

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Tree Sparrows Return 


By Wayne Hanley 


It looked as though here and there little 
Slivers of the lawn, about two fingers 
wide, were moving. 

The motion was more controlled than 
the blowing of leaves among the light- 
brownish litter. It was animal motion. 
And, it was the first confirmation that tree 
sparrows have returned to southern New 
England for the winter. 

With their chestnut caps, russet-and- 
black streaked backs, with touches of 
white in the wings, tree sparrows do more 
than their share in proving that sparrows 
can be beautiful little birds. Yet, at the 
same time, their colorful patterns blend 
into dead grass and leaf litter of autumn 
fields. 

The ultimate proof that one is looking at 
a tree sparrow is the black stickpin that 
decorates the center of the sparrow’s

It is such a 
striking spot that a western 
Massachusetts friend has suggested that 
the bird be called the ace sparrow. Unfor- 
tunately, the spot is round, therefore one 
is left in a quandary regarding whether it 
should be the ace of spades or clubs. 


The almost always accurate Edward H. 
Forbush wrote: 

“When the frosts of autumn chill the 
northland the tree sparrows come. We 
look upon their arrival as an augury of im- 
pending winter.’’ 

The advice is sound. for the tree 
sparrow remains unavailable to southern 
New England in all seasons but winter. 
The bird’s remote cousin, the chipping 
sparrow, fills the summer niche in New 
England. The chipping sparrow looks very 
much like the tree sparrow — except for 
that black stickpin. 

About the last place to look for tree 
sparrows is in trees. Even more especial- 
ly, it avoids forests. The poor sparrow is 
another of those American victims of false 
naming, merely because it remotely 
resembles a tree sparrow that exists in 


Europe. The American bird has almost 


nothing to do with trees. 


Even in the nesting season, the tree | 
sparrow avoids trees. Of 26 nests surveyed | 


at Churchill, Manitoba, tree sparrows had 
built 25 nests on the ground and one in a 
tree fewer than five feet above the earth. 
A large percentage of tree sparrows breed 
so far north that they are beyond the tree 
line. 

While wintering in the United States, 
tree sparrows are essentially grassland 
birds. They harvest an enormous tonnage 
of week seds and grass or sedge seeds that 
man would classify largely as waste seed. 
Back in the days when economic or- 
nithologists were attempting to assess the 
cash value of everything in feathers, in- 
vestigators shot enough tree sparrows to 
prove tht the birds ate an average of one- 
quarter of an ounce of weed seeds daily. 
When the number of seeds in a quarter- 
ounce become multiplied by the estimated 
millions of tree sparrows, the result 
becomes one of those astronomical figures 
that delight economists. 

It is permissable, however, just to enjoy 
the neighborliness of tree sparrows while 
they occupy their traditional wintering 
grounds, which now are our lawns.

Some positions in the municipal employ 
were regraded and reclassified this week, 
but two positions failed to win approval of 
the town manager’s recommendations by 
the selectmen. 

The reclassification of the assistant 
library director, and a change in the com- 
munity services department of the Haven 
director to co-ordinator of elder affairs, 
recommended for approval by Town 
Manager Jared S.A. Clark were rejected 
on a three-two vote of the board. 


Selectman Virginia Cole opposed the 
changes in the two positions, based 
primarily on a feeling that the recommen- 
dation was an expansion of services. 

The change in the assistant library 
director was an alteration of classification 
only, with no increase in salary. 

The change in title from director of An- 
dover Haven to co-ordinator of elder af- 
fairs represented an upgrade in salary 
from $10,050 to $11,751 annually. 

The Haven matter has been discussed by 
selectmen with the manager and council 
on aging for some time, with selectmen in- 
sisting that there be no expansion of ser- 
vices within the department, a policy to be

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Winterizing 
The Car 


We may not be entering a new ice age 
but motorists should prepare for the worst 
— another bad winter. 

These past two winters have been mark- 
ed by sub-zero temperatures, heavy snow- 
fall — and a record number of calls to the 
AAA for Emergency Road Service. The 
Club, in fact, handled an unprecedented 
number of calls for help from stranded 
motorists in the past two years, naturally, 
with the bulk of these coming during the 
winter months. 

And, if the meteorological experts are to 
be believed, the long-range picture isn’t 
very cheering. Some scientists hold that 
the earth has been enjoying unusually mild 
temperatures for some time — and that 
this period is ending. 

But even if it’s back to the harsh winters 
of yesteryear, motorists needn’t sigh and 
shrug their shoulders. There’s much they 
can do to insure that their cars can 
weather the worst that winter will bring. 

So follow these suggestions from Triple- 
A and save yourself a lot of cold weather 
aggravation. 

Your car may catch cold this winter — 
particularly if you neglect its mechanical 
health. 

A checkup at your local service station 
and the right preventive ‘‘medicine’’ can 
held keep your car in tip-top shape. Go 
over the following checklist with your ser- 
viceman and chances are your car will be 
a healthy performer throughout the 
winter. 

1) Check your car owner’s manual for 
Suggestions on changing oil and the oil 
filter. 

2) Test battery, check battery cables for 
cracks and corrosion. clean battery posts 
and cable terminals and make sure all 
connections are tightened. Apply water- 
proofing solution to all exposed ignition 
wires. 

3) Drain and flush radiator and refill 
with anti-freeze unless an all-year coolant 
is used. If all-year coolant is used, be sure 
to have its potency tested. Check the 
hoses, connections and fan belt. 

4)Examine the exhaust system and 
muffler for possible carbon monoxide 
leaks. 

5) Tune engine. Check the spark plugs, 
ignition timing, distributor points, car- 
buretor and air filter. 

6) Check automatic choke, a frequent 
cause of ‘‘can’t starts.”’ 

7) Test and adjust brakes, including the 
emergency. Check brake fluid level. 

8) Get snow tires on before likelihood of 
first snow. Have them examined for cuts 
and breaks. 

Check heater, defroster, windshield 
wipers and lights, including tail brake and 
lights. 


Guayule

take. Public property should be available 
for public use. The school buildings should 
be available to the public when not being 
used for the educational program. The ten- 
nis courts should be available, also.’’ 

“But, in view of the fair amount of van- 
dalism here and elsewhere, we are going 
to have to take steps to protect the proper- 
ty,’ Clark said. 

Such a curfew is difficult to enforce, the 
manager pointed out, indicating that there 
is the possibility that the programs now 
conducted by the community service 
department (formerly recreation/com- 
munity schools) may have to be curtailed 
if such a step were taken. 

Police already are busy with problems 
in the community such as housebreaks and 
vandalism to private property to increase 
patrols of the public buildings, the 
manager said. 

Taking steps such as providing security 
forces and the like to curb and control van- 
dalism would be a most expensive proposi- 
tion. 

Monday night Selectman Edward M. 
Harris commented on the fire at East 
Junior High and expressed the hope that 
such vandalism be curbed and also that 
those responsible be apprehended. 

Window breakage at the high school is 
not new. The problem has been a con- 
tinuous one in recent years, with 
wholesale smashing of the large plat glass 
panes taking place on weekends at various 
times of the year. 

Overall the annual cost for vandalism to 
school property amounts to several thou- 
sand dollars, and amounting to more as 
each year passes.
